Calling on William Penn

T WOULD be a seemly thing, perhape, if
rundidites for politicgl office were to take

n private trip up the tower of the City Hall
and spend an heur or so in solitary musing.
Looking eut over the great expmmse of men
and buildings they might get n vision of
Philpdelphia that Would be more valuable to
them than the brisk bickering business of

“ighowing ench other up.’

NDER the kindly guidnnee of My, Kel-
lott, the superintendent of elevators in
the City Hall, [ was permitted to go up 0
the little gallery at the bare of the stutue.
A gpecial elovator runs up ingide the tower,
starting from tlhe seventh floor. ‘Through
great echoing =puces, erossed with girders
and littersd with iron work which the
steeplejacks have tnken down from the sum-
mit for pmnting and repnirs, the small car
rises slowly into the top of the dome, over
500 feet nbove the street, Then” you step
out onto the platform. Aloug the railing
are the big arve lights that illuminate the
pinnacle at night. Over your head is tl{:-
projecting square toe of Willinm Penn, his
sturdy stockinged legs, his coat-tails u_ml
outstreteled right hand as he stands lovking
toward the treaty ground.
